Claim 1 (twice amended) A method for the prevention of gastric 
ulcers prior to the occurrence of gastric ulcer conditions in a 
[mammal] horse comprising administering to a horse in need thereof 
an effective amount of a proton pump inhibitor to the [mammal] 
horse to prevent gastric ulcers.
